2. Claims 21-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as- being 
clearly anticipated by Solazzi (USP 4,698,210). 

See the appropriate paragraph of paper 5. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 2/27/96 have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 

Applicant's amendments and terminal disclaimer were 
sufficient to overcome the 35 USC 112 second paragraph and the 
obvidusness-type of double patenting rejections. 

Applicant states the second member taught by Solazzi is 
substantially spaced from the first members annular flange. The 
Office does not find this argument convincing because Solazzi, as 
shown in figure 3, teaches a first member (12) and a second 
member (23) which pulls the film down around the first member as 
shown in figures 4-5 which is indistinguishable from the instant 
claims.
